BODIES DEEP IN THE MUD 


Monoplane Is Upset by Gusty Wind 


and Famous Aviatress and Passen- 
ger Plunge Into Bay. 
Boston, July 2.—Miss Harriet Quim- 


by, of New York, the first woman to 
win an aviator's license in America, 
and the inst woman to cross the Eug . 
llsh channel in an. aeroplane, was iu , 


A. P. Willard, manager of the Boston 
aviation meet, at Atlantic, when her 
Berllot monoplane fell into Dorchester 
bay from a height of 1000 feet. 


The accident happened when Miss 


Quimby and Willard were returning 
from a trip over the Boston harbor to 
Boston light, a distance of twenty 
miles. The flight was made in twenty 
minutes. 


The Berliot, one of the latest models 


of military monoplanes, circled the 
aviation field and soared out over the 
Savin Hill Yacht club, just outside 
the aviation grounds. 


Heading back into the eight, mile 


gusty wind, Miss Quimby started to 
volplane. The angle was too sharp and 
one of the gusts caught the tail of the 
monoplane, throwing the machine up 
perpendicular. 


For an Instant it poised there. Then, 


sharply outlined against the setting 
sun, Willard was thrown or jumped 
clear of the chassis, followed almost 
immediately b> Miss Quimby. Hurl 
ing over and over, the two figures shot 
downward, striking the water twenty 
feet from shore. 


They splashed out of bight a second 


before the monoplane plunged down 
fifteen feet away. 


It was low tide and the water was 


only five feet deep. 
Men from the 


yacht club in motor boats were on the 
spot quickly and. leaping overboard, 
dragged the bodies out of the mud, 
Into 
which 
they had sunk deeply. 


Death probably was instantaneous 


Both * bodies were badly crushed. 


Several of Miss Quimby's bones were 
broken and there were many large 
bruises. Willa'Jj, who weighed 19C 
pounds, hit the water face first and 
over one eje there was a gash from 
which the blood was flowing. He, too 
sustained several fractures and bruis- 
es. The cothing of both was torn and 
the bodies were covered with mud. 


Flying high overhead at the time 


of the fall was Miss Blanche Stuar 
Scott, another aviatress, taking par 
in the meet, which had entered upon 
its second day. 


From her high altitude Miss Scott 


had watched Miss Quimby's splendied 
'flight and was nearby when the gust 
upset the monoplane. In the excite- 
ment of the moment no one noticed 
the lone av'.atrice, but 
when Miss 


Quimby's body was brought ashore all 
eyes were directed aloft and 
Miss 


Scott was seen making sweeping cir- 
cles over the field at a height of about 
500 feet. 


Twice she started to descend, but 


each time she was seen to falter. In 
another moment, summoning all her 
nerve, she turned the nose of her ma- 
chine downward and landed safely, 
collapsing in her seat before anyone 
could reach her.

This statement, the 
police say, is the most damaging evi- 
dence they have against the accused 
wife. '.Mrs. Meinhart 
lives 
twent> 


miles "south of Mauch Cliunk. in a 
wild part of the mountains. She con 
tradicts, in their entirety, the state 
raents made by her daughter, who 
still asserts that she is innocent of the 
charges against her. 


The mother says, according to the) 


police, that she did not tell the young' 
wife to buy poison for her so that the 
mother could feed it to the crows that 
were eating her corn. She says that 
she never mentioned the word poison 
to Mrs. Green, and she adds that her 
daughter did not send any poison to 
the Meinhart home with Mrs. Green's 
two brothers, David and Norman. 


Mrs. 
Meinhart says her daughter is 


mistaken, 
absolutely, in saying she 


sent a bottle of poison to Wild Creek. 
David, aged eleven years, and Norman, 
aged fourteen years, it is said, cor- 
roborated the statements of their 
mother. They said their sister did not 
give them any poison to take from 
Stemlersville to their home. 


The mother believes Mrs. Green Is 


innocent of the charges lodged against 
her. "I am an Innocent of this thing 
as is my daughter," she is said to have 
exclaimed. 
"I believe 
Green killed 


himself." 


Another woman and a young man 


are said to be under surveillance of 
the authorities of Carbon county. Their 
arrests depend upon a report from the 
chemists in the office of Dr. Samuel 
G. Dixon, state commissioner of health, 
at Harrisburg, who are making a chem 
leal analysis of the portions of Green's 
body. 
The police admit that Mrs. Lillian 


Green, the widow, may not have been 
the one who mixed poison in Green's 
food. They say there is no doubt in 
their minds that Green was poisoned, 
but that opinion will not be credited 
by many residents of Mauch Chunk 
until Dr. Dixon sends the report of the 
chemists to Chester G. Setzer, the lo- 
cal district attorney. 


Developments indicate, so the po- 


lice say, that a conspiracy was formed 
to kill Green. The woman is suspected 
to have instigated the alleged plot and 
the man is supposed to have aided in 
its execution. 


It was asserted that Green had been 


poisoned one year ago. He ate some 
sausage for his lunch and became 
very ill. Hiram Green, of Allentown, 
father of Green, is now at the farm 
in Stemlersville, where his son died. 


The detectives say they now sus 


pect another than Mrs. Green of hav- 
ing signed the name of Allen Alvin 
Green to a note found in the bed of 
the dying man, which purported to 
show that Green gave his widow the 
right to claim his insurance of ?100'\ 
which had been made payable to his 
mother. Green had formerly been an 
insurance agent, and the police said he 
knew very well that he could not 
make his wife the beneficiary of his 
insurance without sending a formal 
notice to the insurance companies."

Henry V1H. of England. Henry's fa- 
ther had educated him for the priest- 
hood, when his elder brother. Arthur, 
died; thus making Henry heir to the 
English throne. 
Arthur 
had been 


married to Catherine of Aragon, who 
brought him » dowry of 
200,000 


crowns. Sooner than to return thla 
large dowry, the miserly old king mar- 
ried Catherine to Henry. 
She was 


some years older than her boy hus- 
band and a totally unfit wife for such 
a youth. 


In 1509 Henry VIII. became king. He 


was eighteen years old and the most 
popular man in his kingdom. 
Hand- 


some, athletic, jolly, clever, he was 
the exact opposite of his miser father. 
England was weak from long civil 
wars and bad rule. 
She had sunk al- 


most to the level of a third rate power. 


Henry quickly changed 
all 
this. 


With splendid statesmanship he stead- 
ily lifted his country to a foremost 
rank among Europe's 
nations. 
He 


won victories against French and Scot- 
tish foes. 
Education and commerce 


throve. The land waxed rich and hap- 
py. For writing a church book Henry 
received from the pope the title of 
"Defender of the Faith." 
A prosper- 


ous, contented nation, daily increas- 
ing in greatness,, was ruled by a wise, 
just and beloved'king. 


SO' much for the first 18 years. Then 


came the change—a change that turn- 
ed a hero king into a blackguard. A 
change no historian has been able to 
explain. 
It was caused in the first 


place by a woman. 


Henry's wife, Catherine of Aragon, 


was growing old. 
He was still in his 


prime. 
She was homely, severe, sol- 


emn—his opposite in all things. They 
had had two sons, who had died in 
earliest Infancy. 
Their only living 


child was a 
sickly 
daughter (who 


later became Queen Mary). Henry, 
up to this time, had treated his elder- 
ly wife kindly enough. There was no 
stain on his private life. 
His morals 


were unusually good, his career free 
from scandal. 
But, after nearly 
a 


score of years on the throne, he sud- 
denly fell in\love with Anne Boleyn, 
one of Catherine's 
ladies-in-waiting. 


Anne was beautiful, -weak, vicious; 
she was decidedly attractive in spite 
of the fact that she had two thumbs 
on each band. 


Henry wished to marry her. He'de- 


clared that his early marriage to his 
brother's widow 
was 
illegal, 
and 


sought to have it annulled. 


The pope refused to sanction 
so 


wicked a plan. 
Henry, 
thereupon, 


threw aside his allegiance to the Cath- 
olic church and to the pope, ani de- 
clared himself the head of all relig- 
ious institutions in England. 
Then 


he proceeded to modify his country's 
religion and to behead all who would 
not conform to his new way of think- 
ing. 
He also abolished. England's 


peaceful monasteries. 
Catholics who 


remained loyal to their church and, to 
the pope were slain without mercy or 
justice. 
Protestants who objected to 


Henry's regulations were also put to 
death. Any man who crossed the mon- 
arch's wishes or ideas was executed. 
Whole families were killed for no bet- 
ter reason than that they obeyed their 
own consciences rather than the un- 
just orders of a tyrant. By Catholics 
and Protestants alike Henry grew to 
be loathed. His early popularity was 
drowned in oceans of innocent blood, 
abed at his cruel orders. Where once 
he had governed by love he now ruled, 
by Inspiring death fears. Some writers 
say that no less than 73,000 persons' 
were executed during the last 20 years 
ot Henfy'B reign. This Is, perhaps, an 
exaggeration. But the victims could 
be numbered by thousands. The once 
genial, gracious sovereign had become 
a monster. 


Anne Boleyn profited little by her 


marriage with Henry. 
Not long after 


the birth of her daughter (afterward 
Queen Elizabeth), she was suspected 
of unfaithfulness and waa beheaded 
by Henry's orders. 
Next day he mar- 


ried Anne's lady-in-waiting, Jane Sey- 
mour. Jane died soon after the birth 
of her son, Edward. Henry then mar- 
ried Anne of 
Cl«ves, 
a 
Flemish 


princess, whom he had never seen. 
At first sight he fell Into a rage, cursed 
her for a hideous "Flanders mare," and 
divorced her. Soon afterward he mar- 
ried 
Catherine 
Howard. 
Doubting 


her loyalty to him, he had her put to 
death and married his sixth 
wife, 


Catherine Parr. 


TIow much oftener he might have 


gone to the altar, bad he lived long 
enough, cannot be guessed. 
Ill-health 


had already begun to disfigure 
his 


handsome face, cripple his body and 
make life an agony for him. On January 
28. 1547, he died, In his fifty-sixth year, 
unmourned, hated; his very memory a 
thing of horror.

Boston, July 2.—Miss H arriet Quim­ 
by, of New York, the first woman to i 
win an aviator’s license In Amerb a,, 
and the first woman to c ross the Kit4 
llKh channel in an aeroplane, was in 
sla n tl> killed with her passenger, VV. 
A. P. Willard, manager of the Boston 
aviation meet, at Atlantic, when her 
Beiliol monoplane fell Into Dorchester 
bay from a height of 1000 feet. 
The accident happened when Miss 
Quimby arid Willard were returning 
from a trip over the Boston harbor to 
Boston light, a distance of 
twenty 
miles. T he flight was mace in twenty 
m inutes 
The Burbot, one of the latest models 
of military 
monoplanes, circled Hie 
aviation field and soared out over tile 
Bavin Hill Yacht club, Just outside 
the aviation grounds. 
Heading back Into the eight, mile 
gusty wind. Miss Quimby started to 
volplane The angle was too sharp and 
one of the gusts taught the tail of the 
monoplane, throwing the ma< hlne up 
perpendicular. 
For an instant It poised there. Then, 
sharply outlined again-? the setting 
sun, Willard was thrown or Jumped 
clear of the chassis, followed almost 
Immediately by Miss Quimby. 
Hurl 
lug over aud over, the two figures shot 
downward, striking the water twenty 
feet from shore 
Thev splashed out of sight a second 
before the monoplane plunged down 
fifteen feet away. 
It was low tide and the w ater was 
only five feet deep 
Men from the 
yacht club In motor boats were on the 
spot quickly and. leaping overboard, 
dragged the bodies out of the mud, 
into 
which 
they had sunk deeply 
Death probably was instantaneous. 
Both * bodies were badly crushed 
Several of Miss Quimby s bones were

She con 
tradlcts, in their entirety, the state 
menta made by her daughter, who 
still asserts that she is innocent or the 
charges against ber. 
The mother says, according to the 
police, that she did not tell the young 
wife to buy poison for her so that the 
mother could teed it to the crows that 
were eating her corn. She says ti)a 
■he never mentioned the word poison 
to Mrs. Green, and she adds that her 
daughter did not send any poison to 
the Mein hart home with Mrs. Green s 
two brothers, David and Norman. 
Mrs. Melnhart says her daughter is 
mistaken, 
absolutely, in saying she 
sent a bottle of poison to Wild Creek. 
David, aged eleven years, and Norman, 
aged fourteen years, It Is said, cor­ 
roborated 
the 
statem ents

mother. They said their sister did not 
give them any poison to take from 
^Bendersville to their home. 
The mother believes Mrs. Green Is 
innocent of the chsrges lodged against 
her. 
”1 am an innocent of this thing 
as is my daughter,” she Is said to have 
exc laimed.

Green killed 
him self.” 
Another woman and a young man 
are said to Ire under surveillance of 
the authorities of Carbon county Their 
arrests depend upon a report from th* 
chem ists In the office of Dr Samuel 
(J. Dixon, slate ccommissioner of health 
at Harrisburg, who are making a chem 
leal analysis of the portions of Green * 
body. 
The police admit that Mrs. Lillian 
Green, the widow, may not have been 
the one who mixed poison In Green s 
food 
They say there Is no doubt in 
their minds that Green was poisoned, 
but that opinion will not be ©redLed 
by many residents of Mauch Chunk 
until Dr. Dixon sends the report of th* 
chem ists to C hester G. Setter, the U> 
cal district attorney. 
Developments Indicate, so the po 
lice say, that a conspiracy was formed 
to kill Green. The woman is suspected 
to have instigated the alleged plot and 
the man is supposed to have aided in 
its execution. 
It was asserted that Green had i>een 
poisoned one year ago. He ate some 
sausage for his lunch and became 
very ill. 
Hiram Green, of Allentown, 
father of Green. Is now at the farm 
in Stenilersvllle, where his son died 
The detectives say they now sus 
pect another than Mrs. Green of hav 
ing signed the name of Allen Alvin 
Jreen to a note found in the bed of 
the dying man, which purported to 
show that Green gave his widow th* 
right to claim his insurance of $1 0 0 % 
which had been made payable to his 
mother.

Sooner than to return this 
large dowry, the miserly old king mar­ 
ried Catherine to Henry. 
She wa* 
som e years older than her boy hus­ 
band and a totally unfit wife for such 
a youth. 
In 1609 Henry VHI. became king. H© 
was eighteen years old and the most 
popular man In his kingdom. 
Hand­ 
some, athletic, Jolly, clever, he was 
th© exact opposite of his miser father. 
England was weak from

m ost to the level of a third rate power. 
Henry quickly changed 
all 
this. 
With splendid statesm anship he stead­ 
ily lifted his country to a foremost 
rank among 
Europe’s 
nations.

won victories against French and Scot­ 
tish foes. 
Education and commerce 
throve. 
The land waxed rich and hap­ 
py. 
For writing a church book Henry 
received from the pope th© title of 
“Defender of th© Faith.” 
A prosper* 
ous, contented nation, dally increas­ 
ing in greatness, was ruled by a wise, 
just and beloved king. 
8 0 much for the first 18 years. Then 
cam e the change— a change that turn­ 
ed a hero king into a blackguard.

change no historian has been able to 
explain. 
It was caused in the first 
place by a woman. 
Henry's wife, Catherine of Aragon, 
was growing old. 
He wag still in his 
prime. 
8he was homely, severe, sol­ 
em n—bls opposite in all things. They 
had had two sons, who had died in 
earliest infancy. 
Their only living 
child was a 
sickly 
daughter (who 
later became Queen 
Mary).

H e also 
abolished. England’s 
peaceful monasteries.

and Protestants alike Henry grew to 
be loathed.

era and residents in the Northern po 
tion of the boroogb, beg to call you 
attention to a condition of negligent 
in this portion and apparent discrizn 
nation in favor of other portions, i 
the 
matter of the construction

streets and the unkeep of same, all 
the btreet and alley crossings, cross it 
plates, etc. There is no portion < 
the borough in which so much has bee 
done for the development and ^rowtl 
of the same without cost to the borong 
—yet there is no portion that has bee 
so neglected,^ 


"For ten years or moie past tt 


borough has not expended any mone 
on this section except for a portion c 
the sewer on the original sewer plai 
(and that five years after sewer wa 
constructed in Jail other portions of tb 
borough); in addition to this' tber 
was some money expended for 
com 


very inferior filling on'Lincoln avenue 
som? shale on vVasbingt^n street, anc 
for a few loads of crushed stone 01 
Carlisle street. 


"In the entire north portion of th< 


borough there is but one concrete crew 
sing.put down at a place where it wai 
cot needed, was not asked for, anc 
was put down six inches below the 
proper grade. 
The remaining cross' 


ings are stone and, of these, 
the 


borough put down only a portion. 
A 


number of these crossings are 
impas- 


sible after heavy rains and during the 
winter season, as are the streets them- 
selves at manyjplaces. 
There is not a 


single iron crossing plate in the en- 
tire new portion of the north end—old 
boards did service until these rotted 
out. 


"In this section thirty bouses have 


been erected in recent years, 
houses 


which compare favorably with those in 
any other portion of the borough. 
The 


assessed valuation for these properties, 
and without the increase in value of 
unimproved land, total $61.000. 
the 


taxes on which at $2.10 rate amount 
to $1-281 per year, while the money ex- 
pended on this section for years past 
has been practically nothing. 


WANT IMPROVEMENTS 


"In consideration of the above facts 


we now ask that all the old stone street 
and alley crossings be removed and re- 
placed with concrete crossings 
with 


suitable iron gutter plates, also that 
the following sections of streets ha 
properly graded and then covered with 
a bed of crushed atone of not less than 
four inches in thickness and finished 
with limestone screenings: Carlisle 
street, from Lincoln avenue to borough 
limits; Lincoln avenue, from Carlisle 
street to Mummasburg street: Broad- 
way street, from Carl isle street to Mum- 
masburg street;
